As a 3-year-old he was second 
to Observant in the Wilson Stakes, second to Sation in Laurel Stakes, third to 
Discovery and Chickstraw in Potomac Handicap, and third to Sation and Happy 
Go in Capital Handicap. At four, Only One was second in the Butler (to Discovery), 
} Queens County (to King Saxon), and Yonkers (to Top Row) Handicaps, third in 
the Metropolitan (to King Saxon and Singing Wood), Suburban (to Head Play and 
Discovery), and Empire City (to Top Row and Vicar) Handicaps. In the same 
season Only One was fourth (to King Saxon, Singing Wood, and Sgt. Byrne) in the 
Carter Handicap.

Omaha is one of the greatest Thoroughbreds produced in America in the last decade. 
As a 2-year-old he was started nine times, won one race, and was four times second, earn- 
ing $3,850. His seconds included the Sanford Stakes, Champagne Stakes, and Junior Cham- 
pion Stakes. Although not a stakes winner at two, Omaha was regarded as an outstanding 
juvenile. In all his races he finished strong, showing a liking for a distance, and he was 
recognized as a colt with great potentialities. 


At three, Omaha became the outstanding horse of the year. He won the Kentucky Derby, 
Preakness, Belmont, Dwyer, Classic Stakes (in which he set a new track record of 2:0125), 
was second in the Withers Stakes, third in Wood Memorial Stakes, and the Brooklyn Handi- 
cap (to Discovery and King Saxon). He was never unplaced in nine starts at three, and 
earned $142,255. 


Omaha was sent to England as a 4-year-old, with the Ascot Gold Cup as his major 
objective. He won the Victor Wild Stakes (1!, miles under 129 pounds), and the Queen's 
Plate (two miles under 130) in preparation for the Gold Cup race. In the latter race he 
was beaten a nose by Quashed, and was also second in the Prince of Wales’ Stakes. Omaha 
was to have made a second attempt in the Gold Cup this year, but a slight training difficulty 
caused him to be declared out of the race. In three years of racing Omaha started 22 times, 
was nine times first, seven times second, two times third, and earned a total of $154,755. 


Flambino was a stakes winner (Gazelle Stakes), and also produced the winners McDon- 
ald H., Flamborough, Fleam (Acorn Stakes, New Hampshire, Continental Handicaps, placed 
in eight other stakes), and Flares, a full brother to Omaha and winner of Newmarket, Bur- 
well, Princess of Wales, Dullingham, Lowther, Champion Stakes, Ormonde Plate. These are 
her first five foals.

Names 

AST fall, at the suggestion of a reader, THE 

BLOOD-HORSE offered its help to owners har- 
assed with the problem of finding names for their 
coming 2-year-olds. The service was accepted with 
more eagerness than we had expected, and a good 
many well named 2-year-olds of 1937 owe their 
appellations to suggestions sent in by readers of 
this magazine. Consequently we are herewith 
offering to render the same service again. 

Owners of yearlings are invited to send in 
lists of the stock for which they wish names sug- 
gested, including color, sex, sire, dam, dam's sire, 
and any other data which might have a bearing on 
the name. These lists will be published in THE 
BLOop-HORSE, and readers will be invited to send 
in their suggestions for names. There will be no 
contest, no prizes of any sort. There will be no 
obligation upon the owner of the horse to compen- 
sate the person who makes the suggestions. The 
lists will simply be published and the suggestions, 
when they come in to THE BLOOD-HORSE, will be 
forwarded to the owners for use as they see fit. 

There is no very definite standard to determine 
what constitutes a good name for a Thorough- 
bred. We prefer names that are dignified, or 
whimsical, or clever, or subtle, or simply euphoni- 
ous--anything but the clumsy cacophony which 
clutters the average racing program today. We 
cannot argue that a horse runs any better with 
a good name than with a poor one, as some have 
argued. But we believe that many others share 
cur opinion that a good name is something to be 
sought for its own sake. 

Many of the inept names of today are owing, 
not so much to the perversity of owners as to a 
sort of desperation which seizes one when name 
after name has been turned down by The Jockey 
Club in keeping with its rules and precedents. 
But fortunately there are a good many persons 
who have such a passion for good horses and good 
names that they are eager to share in the search. 
To them the naming of horses is not a grief, but 
a pleasure, and whenever one of their suggestions 
is accepted by the owner and The Jockey Club, 
the horse which bears it becomes an object of 
absorbing interest throughout his career. 


As a matter of fact, the naming of Thorough- 
breds is fascination in itself. Consider with what 
sly satisfaction the owner of Cicero must have 
hit upon that name for a son of Gas. Or how 
fortunate was the owner who had a foal by See 
Saw out of Honeymoon which he could call Cradle. 
And the glee of the gentleman who had a colt out 
cf Helen Winter named Same in Summer. Then 
there were *St. Blaise and *Candlemas, both by 
Hermit out of Fusee; and *Rire aux Larmes, by 
Rabelais out of Hidden Tears; Call Boy, by Hurry 
On out of Comedienne; Damocles, by Suspender 
out of Revelry; Grapeshot, by Fowling-piece out 
of Tendril. Then there was the case of a jumper 
some forty-odd years ago in England. His dam 
was Lonely Isle, and his paternity was doubtful 
in the extreme, as three different sires had been 
mated with Lonely Isle the year before he was 
fsaled. He was called Trinidad. 

For the benefit of the beleaguered owners and 
of those eager souls who enjoy the literary, histori- 
cal, philosophical, scientific and other excursions 
on which the search for horse-names sends them, 
THE BLOOD-HORSE will set aside during the next 
few months a department in which owners may 
cry for help and volunteers may dash to the 
rescue—-provided, of course, there is enough cry- 
ing for help to justify the rescue expedition. Be- 
cause it is considerable fun, we shall join in the 
game ourselves and offer whatever suggestions 
we can for the benefit of both sides.

‘\\CTOBER 4. A rather threatening morning, so 
we hurried the work of getting the horses 
out, afraid it might rain. Edna and Merry gal- 
loped with pony; Kitty, King, and Nadine gal- 
loped once around. Devil, Mabyn, and Steve 
walked. 

Merry was somewhat washy in the paddock, 
was also fractious at the post, and refused to 
extend herself at all in her race, finishing well 
back. Nadine was well behaved at the post, broke 
well, but in the run to the first turn in a mile 
race, she was shut off by the horse on the outside 
of her, and was shuffled back to next to last. Re- 
covering, she made up ground rapidly, and in the 
run home, just failed to get up, finishing second. 
But for this unfortunate interference, she would 
have been an easy winner. 

OCTOBER 5. Devil, Kitty, King, Merry, and 
Nadine all walked today. Steve galloped a mile, 
and Mabyn galloped two miles with the pony. 
There is a mile race for 2-year-olds coming up 
in a few days, so I sent Edna for her first mile 
work. Remember she ran fourth in a six fur- 
long race on last Friday, walked Saturday, and 
galloped the two following days with the pony. 
Edna appeared in fine fettle, and after galloping 
a mile, broke at the stand. My orders to Mike 
were to get her on a 13 seconds to the eighth- 
mile clip, and hold her to same, which would make 
her work a mile in 1:44, which I was sure she 
could do easily. She went off her first eighth in 
:13, but began to increase her stride, despite a 
good hold on her mouth, and went along in :252;, 
:4945,1:02%5, 1:15!5, 1:28%5, 1:412;5, with 116 
pounds up. When I saw her increasing her speed, 
but also noted that Mike indeed had her under 
snug restraint, I decided to let her finish the 
work without waving her down. The racing sec- 
retary told me that this was the best mile work 
of the year on this track by a horse of any age. 
It demonstrates again the fact that this filly wants 
a route to run over. If only that mile race will 
fill, I think I shall have the winner. 


OCTOBER 6. Devil, Edna, Steve, and Kitty 
walked. Mabyn and King galloped a mile, and 
Merry and Nadine galloped a mile with the pony. 
Edna came out of her fine work in the best of 
condition, and did not take back on her grain, and 
also ate a big rack of hay last night. 

On the strength of her fine race, I found a 
buyer for Nadine today, and so she will leave our 
narrative, after only a short stay. 


OCTOBER 7. Very cold this morning, and the 
tub just outside the shed had about three-eighths 
of an inch of ice on it. Frost looked like snow 
too. Brings up recollections of rustling palm- 
tronds and the gentle tug of the trade wind away 
Gown in Miami. Birds are so much smarter than 
men; they have already gone there from here. 
Edna galloped with the pony; Steve, Kitty, and 
Merry galloped a mile. Also schooled Merry at 
the gate. Devil, Mabyn, and King walked. En- 
tered Edna in that mile race for 2-year-olds to- 
morrow. 


OCTOBER 8. Warmer this morning, but still cold 
enough for heavy coats and gloves, and when 
galloping the wind brought tears and cold noses.

Others all walked, including Edna, whose race 
did not fill. Now is that hard luck, or is it? 


OCTOBER 9. Devil galloped, as did Steve, once 
around. King went for an easy three-furlong 
breeze, but did not show any relish for it. Merry 
did three-eighths in and worked out the 
half-mile in :49. 

It seems Edna has attracted considerable at- 
tention to herself by her good mile work, and 
today I had an offer for her, which I accepted. 
She has gone into the hands of a kindly trainer, 
who loves his horses, and I think he will be pleased 
with Edna. 

OCTOBER 10. Mabyn and Kitty galloped two 
miles. Mabyn is beginning to grow very rapidly, 
and to take on flesh and put on a good coat, and 
really looks better than she has at any time this 
vear. Steve galloped, and Devil, King, and Merry 
walked. The stable is so small now that I feel 
foot-loose and almost ashamed to be so idle. Ac- 
customed to from 12 to 18 horses, and now hav- 
ing only six and a pony, makes a vast difference 
in my duties.

Bearing Out 


H. C. writes to know what to do when a 

e horse runs out in his work and races. Would 
advise first to find out why the horse runs out. 
Usually he has something hurting him, and he 
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i.ccustomed to having his rider take him toward 
the outside of the track when he pulls up after 
his gallops and work, so he tries to go out there 
in order to pull up. In other words, he doesn't 
want to run any farther. Practically all the bad 
habits that horses form on the track are caused 
py unsoundness, and the consequent pain that 
occurs When they are called upon to carry a boy 
on their back and work. Try to remedy and cure 
the unsoundness, after you have found it, in which 
usually it will be found that the horse does 


case 
not run out any more. If he has formed a habit 
of running out, he may try to do so again, even 


after becoming sound. Also some horses are just 
naturally averse to work, and get out of all of it 
they can, and by whatever means they can. Some 
horses have bad vision, which also makes them 
run out. 

There are a number of devices used to help the 
rider hold the horse that runs out, in. About the 
best in a slip-bit called the “VanMeter Bit,” be- 
cause an old-timer, Carles C. VanMeter of Lex- 


ington, Ky., first introduced it on the running 
tracks. He had used it with trotters, I believe. 


It is a hollow bit, and a rod runs through it which 
is about three inches longer than the hollow tube, 
and the reins are attached to the rod. The rod, 
or inner bit, will slip either way, and gives ad- 
ditional leverage against the horse’s mouth, on 
whichever side it is needed. It is more efficient 
when a figure-eight nose-band is used with it, as 
then the horse cannot open his mouth, and gets 
the full force of all the leverage. There are also 
bits that have metal rings attached to them, which 
go around the lower jaw, and prevent the bit 
slipping through the horse’s mouth when under 
a hard pull on one rein. There are other bits that 
have a small chain attached instead of a ring, and 
these are rather efficient. There are bits with 
prongs at the rings, which fit closely against the 
aw-bone, and also prevent the bit pulling through 
the mouth, as well as being rather unpleasant to 
the jaw. Then there are some horses that will 
stav in if the right eye is covered with a one-eyed 
blinker. If you can’t keep a horse in with one or 
a combination of these gadgets, a whip laid smart- 
ly across his nose a few times, and afterward 
shaken in his face, will do the trick. Be careful 
not to hit him in the eye, however, and if it is 
necessary to hit him with a whip, closed blinkers 
should be used, so that the horse cannot dodge 
the blow, and will be afraid another blow is 
imminent.

“His Best Winner, The Best He Ever Saw” 


Willie Booth 


jee training career of Willie Booth exempli- 
fies the old Salvation Army slogan, “ A man 
may be down but he is never out.’ After a pros- 
perous career as a steeplechase rider and then as 
a trainer of both flat and jumping horses, Willie 
Booth suddenly ran out of patrons and for years 
was seldom fortunate enough to get a good horse. 

When the late James Butler was gathered to 
his fathers, his stable and stud were dispersed 
but his son James Butler, Jr., continued to race 
in a small way and engaged Willie Booth to train 
I Victories were few and far between, 


his horses. 
but in September this year Willie Booth was ap- 
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pointed trainer for Mrs. Emil Denemark, and since 
he succeeded Junius Johnson, the Denemark 
horses have won with great regularity and Willie 
Booth is once more back in the limelight. 

Willie Booth saddled his first winner at Jamaica, 
on October 10, 1920, in the sixth race of the day, 
for 2-year-olds, six furlongs, allowances. At that 
time Booth was training for the Redstone Stable 
the Anglicized name of the owner, the notorious 
Arnold Rothstein. Rothstein was a professional 
gambier and decided to use the Turf as a medium 
for his activities. He would bet them as high as 
a hound’s back, and executed several staggering 
coups that left the bookmakers reeling and their 
wives devoid of some of their diamonds. 

In the race at Jamaica referred to above, the 
Redstone Stable started a 3-year-old called Ned- 
dam, which is Madden reversed. He was a bay 
colt by Ormondale out of Miss Kearney, by*Pla- 
nudes, and therefore a half brother to Zev, and 
bred by “the wizard” at Hamburg Place. Neddam 
carried 122 pounds, was ridden by Ensor, opened 
at 1 to 4, drifted out to 9 to 20 at the off, and 
won in a gallop by three lengths from The Nephew 


(122). Head Over Hells (119) was third. Four 
others were unplaced. 
Booth is uncertain in his own mind as to 


whether Gladiator or Sporting Blood was the best 
horse he ever trained. He trained both for the 
Redstone Stable. The former was a bay horse, 
foaled in 1917, by Superman out of *Lotawanna, 
by Trenton, bred by Henry T. Oxnard, and was one 
of the most talked of horses in the spring of 1921. 
This colt had done fairly well at three. He finished 
second to Upset in the Latonia Derby, a race 
Booth feels he should have won. At four he was 
entered in the Olympic Selling Stakes, six fur- 
longs, at Jamaica, in which he was entered to be 
claimed for $4,000 and carried 120 pounds, rid- 
den by Kummer, and starting at 4 to 5. He won 
in a romp by four lengths from Sea Cover, Whisk, 
and six others. On being brought back to the 
scales and offered for sale, he was run up to $12,- 


000 by the late Fred Taylor, then training for 
Victor Vivadou, but Paul Connelly, acting for 
Rothstein, bid the customary $5 additional and 


the horse went back to his own stall. 

Four days later Gladiator, under 125, ridden by 
Clarence Kummer, was started in the Tobogean 
Handicap, furlongs over the old straight 
course at Belmont Park. If he were backed to 
any extent by his connections, and I have good 
reason to believe he was, it must have been away 
from the course, as he started at 8 to 1 and in 
a game race won by half a length from Sennings

Park, Mad Hatter, Dominique, Capt. Alcock, 
Naturalist, and four others. The time was ex- 
ceptional, 1:084;, and he earned $6,950 by his 


victory. 

Sporting Blood was a son of Fair Play out of 
Felicity, by *Rock Sand. As a 2-year-old he won 
four races and $6,254. At three, in Booth’s care, 
he won the Travers, beating Prudery. Then the 
Redstone Stable sold out. Bud Fisher purchased 
Sporting Blood and the colt went on to win the 
Latonia Championship, with Grey Lag fourth. 
Booth seems to cherish the notion Sporting Blood 
might have been the better of the two. 

He is a great partisan of Man o’ War and 
swears “Big Red” is the best horse he ever saw 
or ever expects to see. He is also of the opinion 
the best mare he ever saw was W. R. Coe’s Black 
Maria, trained by Billy Karrick.

SIDELIGHTS - 


Narragansett Special 
URRENT in Rhode Island is a feud between 


Walter E. O’Hara, managing director of 
Narragansett Park, and Gov. Robert Quinn, 
which has, through radio and newspapers, re- 


ceived as wide publicity as any sport scandal in 
my recollection. Even in Maine and Vermont, 
at this stage, non-racing persons know that a 
race track, in some manner, is mixed up in a 
struggle which has all the identifying marks of 
venal politics. Whenever racing anywhere comes 
to be affected by popular referendum, that is 
what such persons will remember. 

One of Mr. O’Hara’s more widely circulated 
remarks, when Narragansett Park was in its 
first big season, was a jeei at racing to “improve 
the breed of horses.’ The phrase has come to be 
taken with a dash of cynicism by a good many 
persons, but a profoundly thoughtful observer 
might find more to praise in the progress from 
Matchem to War Admiral, than that from Roger 
Williams to those at present engaged in Rhode 
Island’s battle royal. 


Statistical Interlude 

NE of my minor vices is an interest in tail- 

male descent. Really, I do not think it more 
important than tail-female, nor do I think either 
is of more influence, from a hereditary stand- 
point, than lines in the middle of a pedigree. If 
the first few removes of a pedigree are good, 
I do not care if the sixth male ancestor couldn't 
run against the wind. But the interest persists, 
anyway, and results in the keeping of rather 
vexing charts. 

So far this year I have 224 stakes winners 
recorded. A few from Washington and Western 
Canada are yet to be added. Of the 224, 177 or 
79.1 per cent go back to Eclipse. Matchem is 
the ancestor cf 27, or 12 per cent. The remaining 
20, or 8.9 per cent, go to Herod. Last year, the 
percentages were Eclipse 75.3; Matchem, 14.6; 
Herod, 10.1. For the stakes winners of 1935 the 
percentages, in the same order, were 74.8, 17, 
and 8.2. In 1934 they were 73.5, 17.9, 8.5. To 
put the matter in tabular form, with 1932 and 


1933 added, here are the percentages among 
stakes winners of the last six years, as far as 
tail-male ancestry goes:

The figures in 1933 are the least dependable 


of those given, since that was a poor year for 
racing and there were fewer stakes winners 
(169) than in any other year listed; they are 


also the only ones to show much of a variation 
from a pretty definite pattern. The pattern is, 
as I see it, a steady decline in the number of 
stakes winners in the Matchem line, a gradual 
increase in those tracing to Eclipse, after a sharp 
drop in 1934. The Herod line has increased, 
but not rapidly. 

Well, why? Man o’ War is still with us, and 
Chance Play and Chance Shot, and Display and 


others, but the line is, numerically, getting 
smaller. To hazard a guess, it is that this line 


alone receives no reinforcement. The Herod line 
increased considerably after 1932. Well, Wise 
Counsellor’s first crop of any size came to the

races in 1931. So did the first large crop of *S 
Greysteel. *Royal Minstrel started sending foal: 
to the races in 1933; Jean Valjean’s first race 
in 1934. Of all of these, only Wise Counsell 
was of American stock, the others being eithe 
imported or sired by imported horses. 

The Eclipse line has had *St. Germans, *North 
Star III, *Challenger II, *Sickle, *Pharamond 
II, *Bull Dog, “Sir Gallahad III, *Cohort, and lit- 
erally dozens of others to rejuvenate it. Since 
“Australian came over, the Matchem line has had 
only *Ogden (1894) and *Omar Khayyam (1914 
to give it a new impetus. Since Matchem’s great 
line, the Fair Plays, doesn’t exist anywhere else, 
no importation is possible. 

War Admiral was a brilliant development for 
the Matchem line this year, promises success in 
stud. But it’s unlikely he'll be able to over- 
balance the influence of *Blenheim II, *Kantar, 

Aethelstan II, and other importations of last 
year. 

Now no one will dispute the quality of the 
Matchem line as it comes through Fair Play 
the diminution is in quantity only. But American 
racing, as now organized, gives little chance for 
the great American line to test itself. Throw 
out a dozen or so races, and the Fair Plays that 
can stay had as well stay in the barn. When we 
sprint our other lines out, we can import; if 
the Fair Play line gets sprinted out, there can 
be no replacement. 


Richard's Himself Again 


gee news in some time was that of War 
Admiral’s victories at Laurel Park last week. 


for in the matter of public good will, racing 
has no ambassador like a good horse. A Lex- 
ington newspaper, on the morning after the 


overnight race, remarked that 82 persons had 
telephoned to ask if War Admiral won, two had 
inquired about the time of an address by Herbert 
Hoover (a former president), one had wanted 
to know what happened in a U. S. Steel meeting. 

War Admiral's future plans have not been 
made public, and Trainer George Conway has 
developed a considerable ability at turning aside 
questions regarding his great charge. But it’s 
rather safe to guess that the long arduous task 
of getting him back to racing form isn’t being 
undertaken merely for the sake of a few late 
season handicaps in Maryland. If War Admiral 
stays sound, it’s all but certain that he will 
be sent after one of the big winter handicaps, 
presumably that at Santa Anita, where Sea- 
biscuit will be his big problem. If he does go, 
it is my opinion that he has a better chance than 
any previous favorite for the $100,000 handicap. 
A horse that sprints the first half of a race, and 
then stays the last half, is usually too much 
horse to handle. 


MORE OIL FOR STEINBUCHEL 


Max Steinbuchel, of Wichita, Kan., who bought 
a large number of Thoroughbred horses a few 
years ago, last week brought in what appears to 
be a rich new oil development near Wichita, using 
exploration methods which are so secret that he 
does most of his drilling at night. The production 
of the new well is estimated at 2,000 barrels a 
day. 
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°EDIGREE POINTS 
*Sickle 


FEW weeks ago *Pharamond II was very 

much in the news as the sire of the Futurity 
winner Menow and of 19 other 2-year-old winners. 
(The fillies Bustle and Fair Company, the latter 
by High Time or *Pharamond II, have since in- 
creased to 22 the number of 2-year-old winners 
sired by *“Pharamond II). 

Now his brother, Joseph E. Widener’s *Sickle, 
has succeeded him in the spotlight, as a result of 
recent developments in Europe. Among this year’s 
American winners by “Sickle are the stakes win- 
ners Tempestuous, Par, Reaping, Well Rewarded, 
Reaping Reward, Cravat, Advocator, and Theen. 
But in Europe the score is even more impressive. 

Sickle has two 2-year-olds racing in England, 
Unbreakable (out of the grand old mare *Blue 
and Silver Spear II (‘out of Stephanie). 
Unbreakable has won the Exeter, Richmond, and 
Soltykoff Stakes, and is currently considered one 
of the best 2-year-olds in England—-in some quar- 
ters he is believed to be the one best. Recently 
he started in the Middle Park Stakes and was 
beaten back to third place by Scottish Union and 
Mirza II, but was at the apparent disadvantage of 
being slightly out of condition following an attack 
of hee! bug. Whether Unbreakable is to start in 
the Dewhurst Stakes on October 28 I don’t know, 
but it appears virtually certain that at the season's 
close he will be rated with the best colts in Eng- 
land. 

Sickle’s other 2-year-old in England is Silver 
Spear II, which has started five times this year. 
After finishing unplaced in his first start, he was 
third to Mizra II and Onslaught in the Coventry 
Stakes, second to Mirza II in the Lavant Stakes 
at Goodwood, and second to Ann of Austria in the 
Hopeful Stakes at Newmarket. On October 12 he 
won the Clearwell Stakes at Newmarket. While 
he does not have the class of Unbreakable, he has 
raced well in top-class company. 

In France *Sickle has one 2-year-old, the filly 
Gossip, whose existence is attributable to the fact 
that her dam had to be sent from France to Amer- 
ica for veterinary attention which was unobtain- 
able in her native country. While in Kentucky 
for treatment she was bred to *Sickle, then re- 
turned to France, where she foaled Gossip. As 
related in last week's issue, Gossip won the Grand 
Criterium, France's outstanding 2-year-old race, 
and is now generally accepted as the country’s 
best 2-year-old, or very nearly so. Though Gossip 
won the Grand Criterium in a blanket finish, she 
did it “with authority,” as Trainer Frank Carter 
wrote Owner Joseph E. Widener after the race, 
and there is no question of her class. Lapped on 
her at the finish were Marcel Boussac’s Cillas (by 
Tourbillon, son of *Ksar), Madame Sampieri’s 
Blue Star (by Blue Skies, son of Blandford), and 
Baron Edouard de Rothschild’s Asheratt (by Sun- 
ny Trace). All of these had previously proved 
their class. Among those which failed to share 
in the money was Jean Stern’s previously un- 
beaten Trissino (by Rialto, son of Rabelais), the 
favorite. 

In America *Sickle is represented this year by 
three 2-year-old stakes winners, Well Rewarded, 
Cravat, and Theen. Thus he has altogether six 
2-year-old stakes winners in three countries, in- 
cluding the “tops” in two of those countries. No 
other stallion now at stud is represented by such 
a concentration of high-class 2-year-olds.

*Sickle, born in 1924, bred by Lord Derby, was 
the first foal of that remarkable mare Selene, by 
Chaucer out of Serenissima, by Minoru out of 
Gondolette. In seven starts at two he won three 
races (Prince of Wales’, Boscawen, Mersey 
Stakes), was second in three (Middle Park, New, 
July Stakes), third in one (Champagne Stakes). 
At three he finished second in the Union Jack 
Stakes, and was third, beaten a half-length by 
Adam’s Apple and Call Boy, in the Two Thousand 
Guineas. His next start was in the Derby, won by 
Call Boy. Though he finished fifth in the field of 
23, *Sickle sustained some sort of an injury to his 
hindquarters in the Derby race and never ran 
again. 

In England *Sickle entered stud service in 1929. 
In one season he sired four winners of nine races 
and about $20,000 in first monies. In 1929 Mr. 
Widener leased him from Lord Derby, with option 
to purchase, and brought him to Elmendorf Farm 
at Lexington. His record there is noteworthy.

Fifty per cent of *Sickle’s foals won at two, and 
another 25 per cent won later. Twenty per cent 
of them are stakes winners, or one out of every 
five. The stakes winners listed do not include 
Agrarian, a high-class horse which was not good 
enough to beat Cavalcade and Discovery, or Optic, 
which suffered an injury after showing much 
promise. 

If the present crop of 2-year-olds is ignored, 
there are 82 foals, of which 65, or 80 per cent, have 
won races. 

The stakes winners sired in America by *Sickle 
are as follows: 1931 crop—Jabot, Kawagoe, Cycle, 
Hindu Queen; 1932—Little Lie, Tempestuous; 1933 

Brevity, Reaping, Mower; 1934--Reaping Re- 
ward, Par, Dressy, Advocator, and in England 
Black Lashes and Scabbard; 1935—-Well Rewarded, 
Cravat, and Theen in America, Unbreakable and 
Silver Spear II in England, and Gossip in France. 

During the current year I have several times 
stated the belief that nicks and affinities, so called, 
have nothing to do with the success of a breeder, 
or of a stallion or broodmare. A number of breed- 
ers have called me to task for taking such a heret- 
ical attitude, and more than one of those who have 
taken issue have made allusion to *Sickle. Mr. 
Widener, they said, had a number of Fair Play 
mares at Elmendorf, and Fair Play mares are 
good producers, but *Sickle had been able to get 
no outstanding horses from the daughters of Fair 
Play. How was this to be accounted for, unless 
it was true that the “nick” did not exist between 
the two strains ? 

In the first place, I decline to consider myself 
refuted by this inverted reasoning, which seeks to 
prove the existence of affinities by pointing out a 
case in which there was no affinity apparent. In 
the second place, here are some figures. In 
*“Sickle’s first American crop there were four foals 
out of Fair Play mares. Two won. The others, 
both out of 15-year-old mares, were Smoke, which 
placed at two, and Miss Sickle, which was un- 
placed in three starts in cheap company at two. 
In the next three crops *Sickle had 11 foals out

of Fair Play mares, and all of them are winners, 
including the stakes winner Reaping, which is, 
incidentally, a full brother to the non-winner 
Smoke. Thus, out of the first 15 *Sickle foals 
out of Fair Play mares there were 13 winners and 
one which placed. In the current crop of 2-year- 
olds are five out of Fair Play mares, of which one 
has won to date. 

The fact of the matter is that, on their records 
to date, Mr. Widener’s best mares are not his Fair 
Play mares. But nevertheless they have done very 
well with *Sickle. And I am going to predict that 
they wili do better—not because of any affinity, 
but because of several very handsome weanlings. 

*Sickle has had 21 stakes winners, as stated. 
Four of them (Jabot, Dressy, Black Lashes, 
Cravat) are out of Man o’ War mares. Two are 
out of *Hourless mares. The other 15 are out 
of mares by 15 different sires: Trap Rock, *Dur- 
bar II, *Brown Prince II, Ultimus, Westy Hogan, 
Bubbling Over, Fair Play, Superman, Verdun, 
Sweep, *Stefan the Great, Alcantara II, *Prince 
Palatine, Wildair, and Delhi. 

And the four stakes winners out of Man o' War 
mares d9 not indicate a nick, either. *Sickle has 
sired 14 foals from daughters of Man o’ War, in- 
cluding this year’s 2-year-olds. Eleven have won, 
four have won stakes. One of the three non-win- 
ners was atwin. This record is about what one 
would expect from the combination of two such 
prepotent stallions, on a mathematical basis. 


MARYLAND 


LAUREL PARK, PIMLICO 

NLY racing of general importance during 

November is that on the Maryland circuit. 
Rockingham Park’s extended meeting will con- 
tinue, possibly until November 138, and Bay 
Meadows and Tanforan will, in turn, be in opera- 
tion in California during the month. But neither 
the New Hampshire extension nor the early 
California season has much national interest. On 
October 30 Maryland’s racing completed what 
may be called the early fall season, Laurel Park’s 
25-day meeting closing on that date. On Novem- 
ber 1 Pimlico, now equipped with stakes-a-day 
program, began its 10-day fall meeting. First 
day’s racing was featured by the Baltimore 
Autumn Handicap, a six-furlong dash won by 
A. J. Joyner’s 4-year-old High Fleet. 

Greatest development of the Laurel Park meet- 
ing was of course the return to racing of Wat 
Admiral, which, starting in an overnight event 
and the Washington Handicap, went on his un- 
conquered way through his 3-year-old season. He 
may be a Starter in the Pimlico Special, a $7,500 
added event run November 3, as the event seems 
at his mercy. Horsemen objected to the original 
date of the Special, November 1, since it gave 
them no chance to start 3-year-olds which went 
in the Washington Handicap. Now that the race 
has been moved back two days, they can start 
their charges again. But meanwhile War Ad- 
miral came back, and, according to reports from 
the track, horsemen owning 3-year-olds are ob- 
jecting that the change was made to favor the 
Riddle horse. 

The season has developed several outstanding 
3-year-olds, Sky Larking and Tiger and Menow 
among them. But anything of consistency that 
remained besides these leaders went to pieces 
in the Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap, when 
the 44-to-1 Sun Alexandria defeated a field in- 
cluding such previous stakes winners as Chaps, 
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Teddy's Comet, and Handcuff. The race was 
run in good time, considering the condition oi 
the track, and there was no reason to regard 
the *Sun Briar colt’s victory as a fluke. 


SPALDING LOWE JENKINS HANDICAP 
With the exception of performances of tw: 
or three individuals, the unexpected has hap- 
pened pretty generally in this season’s 2-year- 
old racing. But as startling a result as any oi 


the season came at Laurel Park October 30 i: 
the Spalding Lowe Jenkins Handicap ($5,000 


added, 2-year-olds, one mile). Heavily favored 
for this event was Valdina Farm's Teddy’s Comet 
(124), which ranked as one of the better young- 
sters of the season. Elmer Dale Shaffer's Eve- 
ning Shadow (109) was conceded a _ chance;

But coming steadily 
through the field after starting rather slowly 
was Willis Sharpe Kilmer’s Sun Alexandria (107), 
a 4 to 1 choice, and the *Sun Briar colt stood 
a long drive gamely to win by a nose from Ral 
Parr’s Legal Light (109), a Sun Edwin colt 
which had been well up from the start and had 
taken a lead a furlong from the finish. Alvin 
Untermyer’s Chaps (115), by Lee O. Cotner, 


might have been the winner with good racing 
luck. He was in tight quarters going to the 
first turn, and had been crowded back to next 


to last after a quarter-mile. When he was clear 
he moved up strongly, finished courageously to 
take third place, a length behind the leaders.

PIMLICO FUTURITY 

Last important special for 2-year-olds is the 
Pimlico Futurity, to be run at the Baltimore track 
November 6. It is at a mile and one-sixteenth, 
will be worth approximately $30,000 to the winner 
if there are as many as 12 starters. There were 
511 nominations when the event closed. Second 
payment, on January 1, 1937, of $20 found 223 re- 
maining eligible. There were 113 2-year-olds kept 
eligible, on July 1, when a third payment of $50 
was due. Starters will pay $500 each, and $15,000 
will be added by the association. 

Of the 113 remaining eligibles, those which have 
so far distinguished themselves are Fighting Fox, 
Jacola, Redbreast, Menow, Bourbon King, Sun 
Alexandria, Pumpkin, Mountain Ridge, Knee 
Deep, Dauber, Pit Bull, and The Chief. Fighting 
Fox has been retired for the year. Tiger, ace of 
the Milky Way Farm stable, is not eligible, and is 
reported to be suffering from an injured foot. 
Merry Lassie is also ineligible. Mountain Ridge 
seems likely to carry the Milky Way colors, and 
it is possible that C-Note, thus far a disappoint- 
ment, may go with him. Strong favorite, by vir- 
tue of his Champagne Stakes and Futurity tri- 
umphs, will be Hal Price Headley’s Menow, which 
may have Bourbon King, winner of the Remsen 
Handicap, as a running mate. Dauber and The 
Chief will probably make up the C. V. Whitney 
entry, may carry the Eton blue silks in their last 
appearance, as the Whitney stable will be dis- 
persed on the following Monday. Also among the 
better eligibles, though so far they have not shown 
the ability to cope with those mentioned above, 
are Detroit Bull, Pirate Flag, Floragina, Kings 
Blue, Magic Hour, Diavolo Boy, Stormscud, Alup. 


CALIFORNIA 


SANTA ANITA HANDICAP 

OMINATIONS to the Santa Anita Handicap 

do not close until December 1, but already a 
few probable candidates are being mentioned. 
From Santa Anita Park comes announcement that 
War Admiral is expected, on the basis of a con- 
versation between William Norton (trainer of the 
horses which will race for J. H. Whitney at Santa 
Anita Park this winter) and George Conway, 
trainer of the Riddle ace. Time Supply and Top 
Row are already working over the Arcadia track. 
Today, former C. V. Whitney racer, and winner 
of the Wood Memorial in 1935, has been sold to 
Neil S. McCarthy, and will be trained for the big 
race, though purchased primarily for stud service. 
Gosum, purchased by Nelson A. Howard from 
Calumet Farm, is also training for the race. A 
note from the track reports that J. H. Louchheim 
is being galloped three miles daily, presumably 
refers to J. H. Louchheim’s Pompoon, which is ex- 
pected soon in California. *Open Door, an Irish- 
foaled son of The Porter, will be a J. H. Whitney 
nomination. 


DEATH OF HARRY MORRISSEY 

Harry Morrissey, recognized as one of the 
country’s leading race starters, died November 
1 at Redwood City, Calif., from a heart attack 
which he had suffered three days earlier. Mr. 
Morrissey, who had been a rider, trainer, breeder, 
and owner, as well as a starter, since he came 
to the United States at the age of 12 from his 
native England, was 64 years old. He had made 


his home for several years in Redwood City 
where he owned a small estate, Lovers Lan: 
Farm, purchased in 1932 and named for a mar‘ 
which he moved there from Kentucky. Prio. 
to making his home in California Mr. Morrissey 
had lived in Lexington, having moved to Ken 
tucky from New Jersey. Outside Lexington hk 
owned Kempland Farm, which was sold in 193: 
and is now part of Miss Clara Peck’s Winganeek 
Farm, saddle horse nursery. Mr. Morrissey lived 
at Kempland for 12 years. This fall he had been 
serving as starter at the Bay Meadows rac¢ 
meeting. 

Mr. Morrissey was responsible for the develop- 
ment of a number of starters. Among them was 
his son, John Morrissey, who was at one time 
and may still be—the youngest starter in 
America. John Morrissey, a son by a previous 
marriage, was in New Orleans serving as starter 
at Fair Ground track when notified of his father’s 
death. He left immediately for California by 
plane. Mr. Morrissey also developed Starter 
Eddie Thomas. 

Funeral services for the late starter were held 
at his home in Redwood City November 4. Burial 
was in California. 


OVERHEAD 

Publicity Director Fred A. Purner, of Santa An- 
ita Park, lets slip no chance to impress on that 
track’s public the commercial advantage to the 
section accruing from racing. Eliminating tour- 
ists and visitors brought to the Los Angeles neigh- 
borhood by racing, he estimates that owners, 
trainers, jockeys, and miscellaneous stable em- 
ployees have expenses which, added to feed bills, 
make a total of $17,814 spent daily, or $1,425,120 
for the meeting. 

But Mr. Purner made another estimate, on the 
daily expense of operating Santa Anita Park, 
which he places at $48,405.34. Included in this is, 
of course, purse distribution, which averages $13,- 
691.07 daily. This is one of the most liberal en- 
dowments among American tracks, but if Mr. 
Purner’s figures are correct, horsemen at Santa 
Anita Park are taking a daily loss of approximate- 
ly $4,000. 


TWO BATTERY SET 

On October 20 the California Horse Racing 
Board ruled off the Turf Jockeys J. Dillea and 
B. Edmondson, for using batteries on horses 
racing at Eureka, one of California’s county fair 
meetings. At the same meeting a six-month 
suspension was issued against Ralph Neves, one 
of the more capable riders in California. Neves 
has had a long succession of minor penalties, has 
been rather notorious for his ability at getting 
into trouble. The board announced his suspension 
for “continued rough riding in general, and for 
a foul ride at Bay Meadows October 14.” 


ARKANSAS 


OAKLAWN PARK DATES 
PENING day for Oaklawn Park, Hot Springs, 
will be February 28, Mayor Leo P. Mc- 
Laughlin announced October 19. The meeting 
will run for 30 racing days, will close April 2, 
with the $5,000 added Arkansas Derby run on 
closing day. Mayor McLaughlin, who is legal 


adviser to the association, will have a final con- 
ference with the owners before announcing when 
the track will open for training purposes. 
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NEW YORK 


EMPIRE CITY, SEASON CLOSE 

HAT is generally considered the most suc- 

cessful season since the “old days’’ closed 
in New York October 30, with Empire City’s 
12-day meeting, ending on that date, as the final 
stage. There were about 15,000 persons out to 
close the season, most of them staying to hear 
the popular Empire City band play Auld Lang 
Syne after the last race of the day. The rather 
mythical, shifting group usually called the form 
players got two considerable jolts on closing 
day. First was the defeat of Merry Lassie, a 
Stimulus filly which had won seven out of eight 
previous starts, and was generally considered 
the outstanding 2-year-old of her sex. A. H. 
Waterman's Miyako, daughter of John P. Grier, 
ran her down in the Autumn Day Stakes, beat 
her by two lengths. The Stimulus filly, giving 
six pounds to the winner, tired suddenly at the 
end, after having the race apparently won. 

Second unexpected development was the return 

to winning form of Esposa, William Ziegler’s 
good Espino mare. Overlooked at 10 to 1, after 
a series of unsuccessful attempts, Esposa won 
rather convincingly over a good field, giving her 
a record of six stakes won during the season. 
Two other non-claiming events were offered. 
One of them, for maidens of all ages, went to 
Mrs. W. T. Anderson's home-bred Panorascope, a 
2-year-old daughter of *Carlaris. The other, a 
Class D handicap, was won by Mrs. F. Walker's 
Skipton, 4-year-old colt by *Brig o' Doon. 


MERRY LASSIE IS BEATEN 

The eventful New York season which closed 
October 30 at Empire City has seen a good many 
upsets, but one of the more surprising ones was 
saved for the last day. Merry Lassie (119), run- 
ning now in the name of James Fitzsimmons 
(before the death of Ogden L. Mills she ran as 
the property of the Wheatley Stable, for which

Thereafter it seemed her star had set, for 
she suffered a series of five defeats, some of them 
by horses which would not have been sent 
against her earlier in the season. But Esposa 
closed the New York season with an unexpected 
victory over a good field.

Fair Knightess (120), another mare which 
seems to have gone off under the strain of in- 
tensive racing, went into the lead at the start, 
made the pace for a half-mile. Forcing her all 
along was He Did, and as the field went into 
the far turn the Victorian colt took the lead. But 
as Fair Knightess dropped back, Esposa came 
forward. She had got away slowly and covered 
the early furlongs under restraint. Racing well 
within herself, she had reached third place at 
the quarter-pole, was only a length and a half 
behind He Did.

CHURCHILL DOWNS CLOSES 

CTOBER 30 was closing day for Churchill 

Downs’ seven-day meeting and for the Ken- 
tucky racing season, and Mrs. Ethel V. Mars’ 
Milky Way Farm celebrated the occasion with 
fitting honors. Her best colt, taking the con- 
census, was destroyed after the Champagne 
Stakes. Her second best, Tiger, injured a foot, 
could not be started. But the cream of the Milky 
Way stable goes rather deep, and the third 
string, Mountain Ridge, was good enough to 
take the Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes, whose 
1936 renewal his stabiemate, Reaping Reward, 
had won. Milky Way had started the day by 
winning the first race with John One, a Man o’ 
War colt which cost $9,000 last year, has been 
dilatory about repayment. He had shown little 
ability against others of his age, winning only a 
maiden race in nine starts, but at Churchill 
Downs he took on an all-age field including three 
older horses, beat them soundly by three lengths. 
Fire Marshall, a Gallant Fox colt which cost 
$10,000, could do no better than second in the 
third race, raised his earnings to $225. So from 
three starters, Mrs. Mars got two wins, a second. 
Dixiana, also with three starters, got two sec- 
onds (including the Jockey Club Stakes), one 
third. 

Secondary attraction of the day was an all-age 
handicap with a $1,000 purse. This went to 
Shady Brook Farm's Visigoth, a gelding by Noel 
(by Broomstick). 


MOUNTAIN RIDGE WINS 

The Kentucky Jockey Club Stakes ($5,000 
added, 2-year-olds, one mile), run at Churchill 
Downs October 30, is generally one of the more 
important late season events for 2-year-olds. 
But this year there was not a member of the 
field which had won a stakes race. There would 
have been, had not Milky Way Farm’s Tiger 
suffered an injury to his foot which caused 
Trainer Robert McGarvey to scratch him from 
the race. As it was, seven rather undistinguished 
2-year-olds, one of them a maiden, made up the 
field. Left to carry the orange and white silks 
of Milky Way Farm was Mountain Ridge, a 
good contender in earlier stakes and a winner of 
two overnight races. He was made favorite at 
7 to 5, was ridden by Jockey Alfred Robertson. 

At the start Valdina Farms’ Diavolo Boy was 
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quickest, and got to the front after a few strides, 
with Dixiana’s King’s Heir, a *North Star III 
colt, hard after him. Mountain Ridge had 
broken fast, but Robertson took a stout hold, 
kept him third behind a moderate pace. Last, in 
the first quarter, was Hal Price Headley’s Dah 
He. For a half-mile the order did not change, 
except that Dah He got up to fourth. In the 
next quarter the order remained the same, except 
that the gaps between the leaders closed. The 
field came into the stretch with Diavolo Boy 
leading by a head from King’s Heir, Mountain 
Ridge a head farther back, Dah He a half-length 
away. Then Robertson let Mountain Ridge out, 
and the Milky Way colt swept to the front. Once 
there he was inclined to loaf, and Robertson had 
to keep after him to the end. But Mountain 
tidge won by a neck, with King’s Heir second, a 
head in front of Dah He. Walmac Farm's Glen 
3rush, only filly in the field, finished well to be 
fourth, a length and a half farther back. Then 
came the tiring Diavolo Boy, followed by Legal 
Advice and Alup. Glen Brush carried 119 pounds, 
all others had 122. Time, :23%5, :4735, 1:12%5, 
1:38%5, track fast.

It has been removed, 
and the mildly infected area is responding to 
treatment. Trainer McGarvey had not intended 
to race Tiger during the winter, so the engage- 
ment cost him only the Kentucky Jockey Club 
Stakes, won by his stablemate Mountain Ridge.

ROCKINGHAM PARK 

SCHEDULED 24-day meeting at Rocking- 

ham Park was made a 42-day meeting when 
the track received, on the basis of Narragansett 
Park’s troubles, an 18-day extension. This ex- 
pires November 6, but officials, on November 1, 
got an additional extension of six days, in 
order to get in the Armistice Day holiday. This 
will give the track 48 days of racing, will 
quite certainly overrace the territory, make the 
track an immediate profit. But Rockingham 
Park, unable to compete in the matter of purse 
distribution with Narragansett Park or Suffolk 
Downs, has been pretty much forced to take the 
dates which the larger tracks allowed it. Now, 
with Suffolk Downs closed, and Narragansett 
Park under martial law, Rockingham Park finds 
the getting is good.

SPORTSMAN’S PARK 
IND of the Illinois season came October 30 
at Sportsman’s Park, where a 24-day 
meeting closed, with good weather bringing out 
a crowd of about 10,000. Best race of the day 
was the overnight Autumn Handicap, a $1,500 
event won by Mrs. C. W. Tague’s Easy Sailing, 
a 6-year-old *Happy Argo mare bred by Admiral 
Cary T. Grayson. A favorite in the betting, Easy 
Sailing got up just at the end to win by a head 
from F. Abbate’s Veeks. An endurance purse, at 
21, miles, also was offered, went to C. N. Young’s 
Pennlist, 4-year-old son of William Penn (by 
Prince Pal). There were 12 starters in the event, 
making it the best filled race of the day. 

But more interesting than Sportsman’s Park’s 
racing was the report released November 1 con- 
cerning the Illinois season as a whole. Distribu- 
tion of money in stakes and purses totaled 
$1,531,585, as compared with $1,347,725 in 1936. 
A part of this increase was due to the fact that 
Fairmount Park, which distributed $132,000, was 
active again, after being closed in 1936. Average 
daily distribution at the Illinois tracks, for the 
last four years, as compiled for Daily Racing 
Form.

Betting also was up. The total pari-mutuel 
handle for the season was $39,698,205, an increase 
of about $7,500,000 over that for 1936. Last year 
the average, for 157 racing days, was $204,674 
daily. This season the average, for 188 days, 
was $211,160. Arlington Park handled the most 
money ($9,447,662), had a daily average of 
$314,922, but was exceeded in the matter of 
daily average by Hawthorne, which had an aver- 
age of $315,746 for its 24-day meeting. Wash- 
ington Park, inexplicably, failed to have a suc- 
cessful season; all of the other tracks had 
thoroughly profitable meetings. 

There were 1,480 races run in Illinois this 
season, 524 of which were won by favorites, or 
35 per cent. 


CECIL LAMB SUSPENDED 

On October 30 the stewards at Sportsman’s 
Park announced that Jockey Cecil Lamb had 
been suspended for an attempt to bribe Ap- 
prentice Andy LoTurco, in a race which LoTurco 
won on Skippy McGee. The case has been re- 
ferred to the Illinois State Racing Commission, 
with the recommendation that Lamb be barred 
from the Turf. 


APPLICATION FOR DATES 

A recent amendment to the Illinois racing 
law provides that applications for dates must 
be made before November 1 of the year previous 
to that in which the meeting is held. Conse- 
quently tracks in Illinois have already asked for 
their 1938 dates. Arlington Park, Aurora, Lin- 
coln Fields, Hawthorne, and Sportsman’s Park 
have asked for virtually the same dates they 
had in 1937. Washington Park, only one of the 
Illinois tracks which did not have a profitable 
season in 1937, has asked for a 31-day meeting 
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opening August 1, closing September 5. These 
are approximately the dates which Lincoln Fields 
had this year, and which it is asking for again. 
No application for the dates from June 1 to 
June 26 has been made, as this period is the 
regular position of the Washington Park meet- 
ing.

RIVER DOWNS CLOSES 

HE Ohio season closed October 30 as River 

Downs completed its 37-day meeting on that 
date. The track probably enjoyed moderate suc- 
cess, though there were reports during the early 
part of the meeting that it was operating at a loss. 
But since the major reason for these reports was 
to get a drive started against competing hand- 
books, they may have been a bit exaggerated. 

The meeting, run on a modest scale, had no out- 
standing developments. Best performances were 
those of the 3-year-olds Sweepalot and Main Man, 
both of which have now reached the somewhat 
restricted class of horses which have won $10,000 
this season. Main Man, winner of the Cincinnati 
Highweight and Adios Handicaps, turned Sweep- 
alot back in the latter event, but was getting five 
pounds. Sweepalot, winner of one stakes at 
Thistle Down Park, got two more at River Downs, 
both $2,500 added handicaps. 

On closing day a 2-year-old handicap was of- 
fered at 51’, furlongs, the winner being S. G. 
Baker’s Janice, a daughter of Cherokee, which 
just got up to defeat the favored Fairflax, which 
was giving her 11 pounds. 

A number of distance events have been run dur- 
ing the meeting, and on closing day two such 
races were offered. The first, at 134 miles, was 
won by E. L. Carman’s Mad Career, a 9-year-old 
Mad Hatter racer which had been running in much 
shorter races previously. The other, at 21, miles, 
was won by the *Baigneur gelding Glasby, which 
had won two previous races over good distances 
during the River Downs meeting. Both races 
were well filled, with 11 starters each. One re- 
sulted in a nose finish, the other was won by three- 
fourths of a length. 


MAIN MAN SETS TRACK RECORD 

Closing the River Downs stakes program was 
the Adios Handicap ($2,500 added, 3-year-olds 
and up, 1 1-16 miles), run October 30. The Dixi- 
ana entry of Erin Torch (121) and Sweepalot 
(3-y-0, 120) was favored, but J. B. Respess’ 
Main Man (3-y-o, 115), winner of the Cincinnati 
Highweight Handicap a week earlier, also had a 
good deal of support. He left the gate alertly, 
was immediately engaged by Erin Torch, which 
had the speed to take the track for the first six 
furlongs. Then Main Man began wearing him 
down, and Sweepalot began coming forward to 
take over the battle.

PUNCH FIRST, FET SECOND 

OST persistent tradition of England’s Cesare- 

witch Stakes is that it is never won twice by 
the same horse. This race was instituted in 1839 
at the instigation of Alexander, Grand Duke Ce- 
sarewitch, son of Nicholas, czar of Russia. The 
Cesarewitch gave £300 annually for 11 years to 
the race, to encourage the production of horses 
distinguished by stamina and hardiness, with the 
idea that Russia would import some of these 
horses. Since the first running about 30 winners 
of the race have attempted to repeat their tri- 
umph in a subsequent renewal, but all have failed. 
In 1935 the great 2!,-mile test was won by Near 
Relation. In 1936 Near Relation tried again, fin- 
ished second to the grey Fet. In 1937 Fet tried 
again, finished second to Punch. So the much- 
threatened record still stands. 

The Cesarewitch renewal of October 27, 1937, 
was run in a drenching rain, but 31 horses went 
to the post, one of the largest fields since the rec- 
ord of 36 starters was set in 1875. Post favorite, 
closing at 6 to 1, was Lady Nuttall’s 6-year-old 
gelding Faites Vos Jeux (107), by Dark Legend, 
winner of the 2',-mile Rufford Abbey Handicap 
at the Doncaster meeting early in September. But 
only one favorite has won the Cesarewitch since 
the war years, and Faites Vos Jeux was unplaced, 
as were also the heavily backed Epigram (112) 
and Maranta (104). 

The visibility at Newmarket on Cesarewitch day 
was so poor that the people in the stands knew 
nothing of the running until the field had run al- 
most a mile and three-quarters. About 415 fur- 
longs from the finish the horses came out of the 
mist. At that point Mrs. Bertha Cohen’s Repon- 
dant, carrying the minimum weight of 91 pounds, 
appeared to be leading the pack, and among those 
immediately behind him were his stablemate Mrs. 
Sidney Freeman's Fet (103), Epigram, Punch 
(109), and Empire Son (91). 

A quarter-mile from the finish the grey form 
of Fet moved into the lead, and momentarily it 
appeared that a Cesarewitch winner was about to 
repeat. But those who knew the staying power 
of the Son-In-Law tribe were amazed to see Fet 
weaken near the end. Jockey Sammy Wragg 
challenged strongly with T. Weston’s Punch, and 
in the last 50 yards he drove the 17-to-1 outsider 
into the lead to beat Fet by a length. E. Rob- 
son’s Solar Bear (118) finished another length 
back to get third money. 

The only American-owned horses in the field 
were Mrs. Corlette Glorney’s Fox Star and A. K. 
Macomber’s Idaho; the latter finished sixth. 

The winner, owned by T. Westhead, is a 4-year- 
old bay colt by *Lancegaye, whose chief distinc- 
tion is that he is also sire of Cavalcade, outstand- 
ing American 3-year-old of 1934. *Lancegaye 
stands now at Mrs. Randolph Scott’s estate in 
Orange County, Virginia. He is represented by 
very few foals. Punch’s dam is St. Judy, by 
Charles O'Malley out of Sainte Touche, by St. 
Frusquin, next dam Stubhampton, by Hampton. 
The family is quite undistinguished. 

Punch did not race at two. Last year at three 
his only win in 11 starts was in a cheap maiden 
plate at Brighton. He was also third in two two- 
mile handicaps, and in one of these he received 17 
pounds from Solar Bear, the winner. This year 


at four he had won two of his eight starts pre- 
vious to the Cesarewitch. He won the two-mile 
Coronation Cup at Gatwick, receiving 17 pounds 


from Solar Bear, second, and took the two-mile 
Cosmopolitan Cup at Lingfield, beating the ex- 
cellent stayer, Enfield, which gave him 19 pounds. 
Both his previous victories this year were on so‘t 
going, and the rain-soaked track at Newmarket 
last week apparently suited him perfectly. His 
first-money earnings were £1,793 prior to the Ce- 
sarewitch, which added about £2,600 to his win- 
nings. 

In the United States the Cesarewitch was in- 
teresting principally because it was the vehicle 
by which the Irish Hospitals Sweepstakes hauled 
some $3,500,000 or more out of this country, to 
return about half of it to exultant prize winners 


ANOTHER FOR FLARES 

One of the most successful American-bred 
performers now in Europe is William Wood- 
ward’s Flares, 4-year-old brother to Omaha. 
Prior to last week he had won this year three 
stakes events worth more than $20,000 in the 
aggregate. Last week a cablegram from his 
trainer, Capt. Cecil Boyd-Rochfort, notified Mr. 
Woodward that Flares had scored an ‘“outstand- 
ing triumph” in the 1!,;-mile Champion Stakes 
at Newmarket. The Champion Stakes is worth 
about $7,000. 


NO RUN-OFF 

When Zembla, trained by J. Y. Christmas, ran 
a dead heat with Balapin at Laurel Park October 
28, Trainer Christmas immediately wanted a 
run-off. Balapin was apparently dead tired from 
the race, Zembla was apparently ready to run 
again. Under Maryland racing rules, the trainer 
of either horse in a dead heat may ask for a 
run-off within 30 minutes after the finish of 
the race. If the other trainer refuses, his share 
of the purse automatically goes to the challenger. 
But the dead heat came in the last race, and ap- 
parently the stewards and starter had gone 
home. At least Trainer Christmas couldn't find 
them in the required 30 minutes, so the result 
stood. 


ORIENTAL PARK TO OPEN 

On October 27 Rockingham Park's manager, 
Lou Smith, announced that he had completed 
negotiations for a five-year contract on Oriental 
Park, Havana, and that the track will be opened 
on Christmas Day, will run through March 15. 
Mr. Smith will also operate, under supervision of 
some of his associates, a dog track, presumably for 
the benefit of those whose duties prevent their 
betting in the afternoon. 
DERBY DATE 

Col. Matt J. Winn, president of Churchill 
Downs-Latonia, announced October 30 that May 
7 had been set as the date of the 1938 Ken- 
tucky Derby, pending approval of the Kentucky 
State Racing Commission. Dates for the spring 
meeting at Louisville have not been applied for, 
but it is probable that the opening will be about 
April 30. 
TINDER BOX DIES 

Shipping fever, contracted en route from 
Rockingham Park to the Fair Grounds, caused 
the death of the 3-year-old Tinder Box on No- 
vember 1. Tinder Box, a gelding by *Bright 
Knight—-Princess Tina, by *Spanish Prince II, 
won the Bennington Handicap at Rockingham 
Park October 16. He was owned by the racing 
partnership of Coward and Coffey, was bred by 
Audley Farm.
